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STATEMENT AND INSTRUCTIONS 


House Resolution 561 of the Highty-second Congress, second session, authorized and 
directed the select committee created by the resolution “to conduct a full and complete investiga- 
tion and study of educational and philanthropic foundations and other comparable organiza- 
tions which are exempt from Federal income taxation to determine which such foundations and 
organizations are using their resources for purposes other than the purposes for which they were 
established, and especially to determine which such foundations and organizations are using their 
resources for un-American and subversive activities or for purposes not in the interest or tradi- 
tion of the United States,” and to report the results of its investigation and study by January 1, 
1953, together with such recommendations as are, by the committee, deemed advisable. The 
resolution invested the committee with the power to compel the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of records by subpoena. 


This questionnaire is submitted by the committee to enable it to gather information perti- 
nent to its investigation. The committee expects that the questionnaire will supply in large part 
the data which can otherwise be obtained only by subpoenaing witnesses and records. You can 
assist the committee by making full, frank, and direct answers to the questions herewith sub- 
mitted to you and returning the questionnaire as quickly as possible in accordance with the 
following instructions:
